Investigation  has  determined  that  apparently  the 
Internal  Revenue  Service  of  the  State  of  California,  has 
made  inquiry  into  the  partnership  of  JAMES  and  ANTHONY 
LANZA  from  a  tax  standpoint.  It  has  been  indicated  by 
SF  T-28  on  February  19,  1964,  that  the  partnership  was 
started  many  years  ago  and  was  set  up  as  such  by  an  attorney. 
However,  no  record  was  filed  with  the  State  of  California 
or  with  the  City  of  San  Francisco  establishing  such  a  partner¬ 
ship.  The  inquiry  at  the  present  time  indicated  that  expenses 
for  the  use  of  a  car  for  the- partner  ship  was  being  taken  by 
JAMES  LANZA  as  an  expense  and  a  deduction  from  his  income 
tax  form.  ANTHONY  LANZA  admitted  that  95$  of  their  business 
is  done  by  mail  or  by  telephone,  and  actually  the  car  is  not 
necessary  for  their  business  operation,  but  is  used  to  transport 
the  LANZA  brothers  from  San  Mateo  to  San  Francisco  and  return.

In¬ 
vestigation  has  determined  that  MUZIO  ALIOTO,  brother  of  the 
ALIOTO  family  which  is  close  to  die  LANZA  brothers,  was  shot  in

He  is  acquainted  with  its  members  and  expresses  his  association  with  these 
members.  This  misur  has  given  information  to  indicate  that  another  of  LANZA's 
associates  has  knowledge  of  the  organization  and  is  aware  of  its  members.  This  misur 
has  given  information  as  to  LANZA's  recent  trip  to  Las  Vegas  and  his  contacts  while 
there.  It  has  furnished  leads  on  his  own  olive  oil  business  through  other  members  of 
Cosa  Nostra  as  well  as  to  furnish  information  as  to  the  loans  greal  estate  deals  and 
insurance  matters  JAMES  handles  or  is  involved  in.  This  misur  reveals  the  activities 
of  other  members  of  the  Cosa  Nostra  who  are  in  contact  with  LANZA  and  this  is  an 
important  part  of  the  Intelligence  Program  and  coverage  of  the  Cosa  Nostra.

Informant  advised  that 
MARCONI  did  not  explain  this  statement  any  further.  MARCONI 
also  stated  that  he  tried  to  see  the  "doctor"  while  he  was 
there  but  he  was  unable  to  get  in  touch  with  him.

JAMES  and  ANTHONY  LANZA  continue  to  operate  their 
insurance,  real  estate  and  brokerage  business  at  599 
Washington  Street,  San  Francisco. 

SF  T-45  advised  on  July  29,  1964,  that  he  observed 
JAMES  LANZA  on  this  date  leave  the  office  with  two  men.  He 
said  they  went  toward  downtown  on  Montgomery  Street,  and  they 
came  back  about  an  hour  later.  The  two  men  walked  to  the 
front  of  the  office  on  Washington  Street  and  he  was  unable 
to  determine  if  they  had  a  car  parked  in  that  area.  Later 
in  the  afternoon  informant  observed  JOE  MARCONI  with  ANTHONY 
LANZA  as  they  walked  from  Montgomery  Street  up  Columbus 
Avenue  toward  the  North  Beach  area.  Informant  advised  that 
ANTHONY  LANZA  returned  alone  and  went  into  the  rear  of  the 
store.  Informant  stated  that  MARCONI  has  been  a  frequent 
visitor  and  at  this  point  VITO  BRUNO  was  observed  to  enter 
the  LANZA  Office  and  after  a  short  while  VITO  BRUNO  came  out 
of  the  office  and  continued  walking  downtown  alone.  Informant 
stated  that  he  contacted  JAMES  LANZA  and  is  brother  most  every 
day  and  to  date  he  has  not  observed  them  to  enter  or  be  with 
individuals  who  had  out  of  town  license  plates  on  their  autos. 


On  September  11,  1964,  SF  T-45  advised  that  he 
continued  to  observe  JAMES  LANZA  or  his  brother  ANTHONY  LANZA 
at  least  once  during  each  day.  He  stated  that  he  did  not  recall 
observing  the  two  men  who  were  at  the  LANZA  Office  on  August  24, 
1964.  Informat,  after  receiving  the  description  of  TONY

dldht  for  uheir  presence  at  the  LANZA  Office.  Informant 
further  advised  that  there  has  been  nothing  unusual  happening 
to  his  knowledge  at  the  LANZA  Office.

Review  of  one  reel  of  audio  tape  received  from 
SF  2405-C*  on  October  16,  1964.  The  conversation  is  between 
Steve  Zoccoli  and  James  Joseph  Lanza. 

As  the  English  conversation  indicates,  Steve 
Zoccoli  is  not  familiar  with  the  area.  Right  at  the  start  of 
the  conversation,  when  traffic  is  discussed,  Steve  complains 
about  missing  a  turn  and  James  agrees  that  it  is  a  "tricky” 
turn.  Still  in  this  portion  of  the  conversation,  arrangements 
are  made  for  a  meeting  to  be  held  at  a  certain  restaurant. 

These  arrangements  are  confirmed  at  the  end  of  the  conversation 
and  Steve  is  given  very  detailed  directions  on  how  to  get  to 
the  restaurant. 

As  indicated,  the  conversation  continues  in  soft, 
low  voices  almost  entirely  in  Sicilian. 

Special  efforts  have  been  made  to  amplify  the  signal 
and,  although  no  full  transcription  of  the  conversation  is  pos¬ 
sible,  the  portions  of  the  conversation  which  have  become  audible 
indicate  that  the  subject  under  discussion  is  the  recent  "develop¬ 
ment  in  New  York"  concerning  the  kidnapping  of  Joe  Bonanno.

"Commission",  "people  from  New  York",  "Canada",  "Chicago", 
and  DON  STEFANO  (MAGODDINO)  are  mentioned  as  well  as  proper 
names  of  certain  individuals.  Due  to  the  softness  of  voices, 
etc. ,  names  of  persons  mentioned  were  not  clear. 


The  Laboratory  is  requested  to  review  this  tape 
on  its  playback  machines  which  are  a  type  that  can  produce 
higher  amplification  which  will  result  in  better  results  in 
identifying  the  names  mentioned  as  well  as  the  text  of  the 
conversation.  The  results  of  the  examination  made  by  the 
Laboratory  should  be  furnished  to  the  San  Francisco  Office 
and  if  any  pertinent  information  is  developed  of  interest  in 
the  JOE  BONANNO  case,  it  should  be  immediately  forwarded  to 
the  New  York  Office  by  the  Bureau.

On  9/28/64,  SF  2405-C*  made  available  information  indicating 
that  JAMES  LANZA  had  talked  to  FRANK  DE  SIMONE  of  Los  Angeles  and 
he,  JAMES,  was  instructed  to  meet  DE  SIMONE  in  Fresno,  California, 
the  next  day.  Informant  advised  that  JAMES  and  his  brother,  ANTHONY, 
discussed  this  meeting  and  furnished  some  information  to  indicate 
that  JAMES  LANZA  was  acquainted  with  the  fact  that  JOE  BONANNO  was 
in  Chicago,  where  he  was  subpoenaed  after  leaving  Canadajhowever , 
he  did  not  know  where  he  was  at  this  time. 

As  a  result  of  this  information,  a  f.isur  was  conducted 
by  San  Francisco  Agents  and  Agents  of  the  Fresno,  California, 

Resident  Agency  of  the  Los  Angeles  Division,  on  9/29/64.  JAMES 
LANZA,  was  observed  to  travel  to  Fresno  where  he  did  meet  with

This  MIsur  has  now  provided^ that  JAMES  LANZA  is  a  very  important  individual 
in  the  LA  OOSA  NOSTRA  in  the  San  Francisco  Area*  His  contact  with  FRANK  DE  SIMONE  at 
Fresno,  California  revealed  his  status  in  the  organization  and  identified  him  as  the 
person  in  this  area  entrusted  with  the  information  that  the  Commission  had  removed  JOE 
BONANNO  as  a  Commission  member  and  that  the  BONANNO  FAMILY  was  not  to^contacted  or 
recognized  as  a  part  of  the  COSA  NOSTRA*  This  misur  has  reported  his  actions  and  con¬ 
tacts  since  his  meeting  with  DE  SIMONE  and  the  fact  that  he  is  well  acquainted  with  the 
reasons  for  the  removal  of  JOE  BONANNO  which  fits  into  the  overall  picture  as  reported 
by  other  Misurs  in  the  East*  Information  continues  to  be  furnished  concerning  his 
business  activities,  his  contacts  with  other  LA  COSA  NOSTRA  members,  his  poker  games 
attended  with  STEVE  ZOCCOLI  and  his  interest  in  the  return  of  JOE  CERRITO  from  Italy* 
These  recent  developments  are  an  important  development  in  the  activities  ofthe  COSA

Lanza,  a  San  Francisco  hoodlum,  has  many  underworld 
contacts  on  a  national  basis.  He  attended  the  Apalachin  meeting 
and  has  been  identified  as  a  member  of  La  Cosa  Nostra.  He  is 
well  acquainted  with  Joseph  Cerrito  and  Dominick  Anzalone,  prominent 
hoodlums  residing  in  the  San  Francisco  area. 

This  source  is  located  in  Lanza's  place  of  business  and 
it  has  regularly  furnished  detailed  information  regarding  subject's 
financial  and  social  affairs.  It  has  also  made  available  the 
identity  of  individuals  from  other  areas  who  are  in  contact  with 
Lanza,  many  of  whom  are  affiliated  with  La  Cosa  Nostra. 

During  the  recently  authorized  period,  this  source 
provided  significant  information  regarding  Lanza's  contacts  with 
Frank  DeSimone ,  leader  of  La  Cosa  Nostra  in  Los  Angeles .  This 
source  revealed  that  DeSimone  informed  Lanza  of  the  details 
concerning  the  expulsion  of  the  Joe  Bonanno  "family"  from 
La  Cosa  Nostra. 

This  is  the  only  misur  currently  being  utilized  in 
connection  with  the  Criminal  Intelligence  Program  in  San  Francisco 
and  since  it  has  definitely  established  that  it  can  provide 
worthwhile  information,  recommend  request  of  SAC,  San  Francisco, 
to  continue  it  for  90-day  period  be  approved.

The  following  is  a  summary  of  information  received 
from  SF  2405-C*  for  the  period  10/22/64  to  11/24/64: 

On  10/22/64,  SF  2405-C*  indicated  that  VITO  BRUNO  had 
met  with  JAMES  LANZA.  In  the  discussion  that  followed,  JAMES 
LANZA  explained  to  VITO  BRUNO  that  the  article  in  the  newspaper 
indicated  that  JOSEPH  BONANNO  had  been  kidnapped  and  that  his 
son,  WILLIAM  BONANNO,  was  also  missing.  LANZA,  in  addition  to 
advising  of  the  article  also  told  BRUNO  that  JOE  BONANNO  had 
been  in  Canada,  arrested  in  Chicago  and  served  with  a  subpoena, 
and  returned  to  New  York  City. 

On  the  same  date,  ANTHONY  LANZA  and  JAMES  LANZA  were 
discussing  different  individuals  connected  with  the  San  Jose 
family  and  in  their  statement  indicated  that  ANGELO  MARINO  is 
one  of  the  fellows  that  is  giving  JOE  CERRITO  trouble.

STEVE  ZOCCOLI  has  previously  been  described  as  a  member 
of  the  "Council"  of  the  San  Jose  Family  of  La  Cosa  Nostra.  JAMES 
LANZA  has  previously  been  identified  as  the  "Don"  of  the  San 
Francisco  Family  of  La  Cosa  Nostra.  JAMES  LANZA,  within  a  few  days 
after  making  his  contact  in  Fresno,  California  with  FRANK  DE  SIMONE 
on  9/29/64,  contacted  STEVE  ZOCCOLI  in  San  Jose  and  apparently 
made  him  aware  of  the  action  taken  by  the  Commission  concerning 
JOE  BONANNO. 

Reference  is  made  to  JOHN  LA  ROCCA  of  Detroit  by  JAMES 
LANZA.  He  explains  that  he  is  a  member  of  the  Commission.  It  is 
believed  that  LANZA  is  referring  to  SEBASTIAN  JOHN  LA  ROCCA,  who 
is  head  of  one  of  the  families  in  the  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania 
area .

Review  of  one  reel  of  audio  tape  received  from 
SF  2405-C*  on  October  16,  1964.  The  conversation  is  between 
Steve  Zoccoli  and  James  Joseph  Lanza. 

As  the  English  conversation  indicates,  Steve 
Zoccoli  is  not  familiar  with  the  area.  Right  at  the  start  of 
the  conversation,  when  traffic  is  discussed,  Steve  complains 
about  missing  a  turn  and  James  agrees  that  it  is  a  "tricky" 
turn.  Still  in  this  portion  of  the  conversation,  arrangements 
are  made  for  a  meeting  to  be  held  at  a  certain  restaurant. 

These  arrangements  are  confirmed  at  the  end  of  the  conversation 
and  Steve  is  given  very  detailed  directions  on  how  to  get  to 
the  restaurant.

The  following  is  a  summary  of  information  revealing 
the  activities  of  JAMES  LANZA  in  connection  with  the  action 
taken  by  the  "Commission"  concerning  JOE  BONANNO: 

This  information  under  no  circumstances  should  be 
disseminated  by  the  Bureau  or  used  in  any' report  prepared  by" 
any  field  office  unless  Bureau  authority  has  been  secured. 

On  9/28/64,  SF  2405-C*  made  available  information 
indicating  that  JAMES  LANZA  had  talked  to  FRANR&DE  SIMONE  of 
Los  Angeles  and  he,  JAMES,  was  instructed  to  meet  DE  SIMONE 
in  Fresno,  California,  the  next  day.  Informant  advised  that 
JAMES  and  hisH5rother ,  ANTHONY,  discussed  this  meeting  and  JAMES 
explained  that  it  was  "just  like  getting  an  appointment,  like 
when  I  send  someone  to  San  Jose  to  represent  me  at  the  meetings." 
In  discussing  the  meeting  informant  indicated  that  JAMES  LANZA 
was  acquainted  with  the  fact  that  JOE  BONANNO  was  in  Chicago, 
where  he  was  subpoenaed  after  leaving  Canada.  However,  he  did 
not  know  where  he  was  at  this  time.

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As  a  result  of  this  information,  a  fisur  was 
conducted  by  San  Francisco  agents  and  agents  of  the  Fresno, 
California,  Resident  Agency  of  the  Los  Angeles  Division  on 
9/29/64.  JAMES  LANZA  was  observed  to  travel  to  Fresno, 
California,  where  he  did  meet  with  FRANK  DE  SIMONE.  They  talked 
in  DE  SIMONE’s  car  as  they  drove  around  the  Fresno  area  and 
they  appeared  to  make  no  contact  with  any  other  person.  After 
the  conversation,  which  lasted  for  approximately  two  and  a  half 
hours,  JAMES  LANZA  returned  directly  to  his  home  in  San  Mateo, 
California,  and  DE  SIMONE  apparently  remained  in  Fresno, 
California. 


On  9/30/64,  SF  2405-C*  advised  that  JAMES  LANZA 
informed  his  brother  ANTHONY  LANZA  that  they  had  ’’stripped  JOE 
BONANNO  of  the  heart  of  everything;  no  more  boss;  he  is  no  more 
nothing.  They  can’t  find  him.  They  don’t  know  where  he  is. 

He  is  hiding  some  place;  he  was  called  to  go  to  the  meeting 
several  times  and  he  didn’t  show  up.  The  son  was  there  and  the 
wise  guy,  he  was  trying  to  be  smart  but  th^put  him  in  his 
pfece.” 


ANTHONY  LANZA  then  made  the  statement,  ”1  don’t 
think  the  doctor  (Dr.  GREGORY  GENOVESE)  is  telling  you  the  truth." 

JAMES  LANZA  stated,  "Well,  1  was  with  him  last  night. 
After  all,  it  is  his  father-in-law,  so  I  don't  think  he  means  to 
be  dumb  but  you  know,  naturally,  not  that  they  don’t  trust  him.

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JAMES  indicated  further  in  the  discussion  that  he 
was  called  upon  to  meet  with  FRANK  DE  SIMONE  because  JOSEPH 
CERRITO,  the  ’’Don’’  of  the  San  Jose  Family  of  La  Cosa  Nostra, 
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is  in  Italy  and  would  have  been  the  proper  person  to  be  contacted 
had  he  not  been  out  of  the  country.  Investigation  has  deter¬ 
mined  that  STEVE  ZOCCOLI  and  PHILLIP  MORICI  have  been  identified 
as  Council  members  of  the  San  Jose  Family  and  they  act  as  the 
leaders  of  the  group  when  CERRITO  is  not  in  town,  and,  therefore, 
JAMES  LANZA,  in  his  discussion  with  his  brother,  had  taken  the 
position  that  they  should  have  handled  this  matter  instead  of  him. 
From  the  conversation  JAMES  LANZA  made  the  comment,  "If  ZOCCOLI 
resigns  by  the  time  he  did,  what  the  hell  does  he  want  to  do? 

Why  doesn't  he  give  other  people  a  chance  to  make  a  dollar 
instead  of  taking  the  money  all  these  years?  What  the  hell  we  been 
waiting  for  -  -  seven  years  of  waiting  in  this  country  -  -  sick 
and  tired  of  it."  This  statement,  which  refers  to  money  being . 
received  by  ZOCCOLI,  was  not  further  explained,  and  the  significance 
of  this  statement  is  unknown  at  this  time  unless  LANZA  referred 
to  the  fact  that  ZOCCOLI  as  an  official  of  the  family  is 
receiving  money  for  his  position  in  the  organization  and  the 
fact  that  he  was  a  former  leader  in  La  Cosa  Nostra  Family  in 
Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania. 

On  the  same  day,  9/30/64,  informant  advised  that 
JAMES  LANZA  referred  to  correspondence  with  some  "fellow."  This 
was  followed  by  the  statement,  "They  don't  give  information  on 
telephone  -  -  unless  he  went  over  there  to  talk  to  MAGADDINO 

(STEFANO  MAGADDINO,  Buffalo,  New  York)  to  ask  forgiveness  _

His  employment  in  New  York  was  that  of  handling  welfare  funds 
of  several  unions  and  it  appears  that  he  is  in  the  Phoenix  area 
in  order  to  establish  himself  in  the  same  business. 
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On  11/1/64  the  automobile  registered  to  GREGORY 
GENOVESE  was  observed  in  the  driveway  of  the  LANZA  residence  at 
19  Wildwood  Drive,  San  Mateo.  It  was  observed  by  agents  of 
this  Bureau  that  the  car  remained  in  the  area  for  approximately 
two  hours  before  GREGORY,  who  was  alone,  left  the  residence. 

The  significance  of  the  contacts  being  made  by 
GREGORY  GENOVESE  with  JAMES  LANZA  was  apparently  initiated  from 
the  East,  as  information  furnished  by  the  misur  at  Buffalo,  New 
York,  vherein  it  was  related  that  STEVE  MAGADDINO  had  talked  to 
DE  SIMONE;  that  he,  BONANNO  had  a  daughter  and  son-in-law  in 
San  Francisco;  in  San  Francisco  we  have  JIMMY  LANZA,  and  a  state¬ 
ment  to  the  effect  that  "I  took  a  chance  in  having  LANZA  contact 
the  dentist  (GREGORY  GENOVESE).” 


On  10/8/64,  an  officer  of  a  local  law  enforcement 
agency  at  the  San  Jose  Police  Department,  San  Jose,  California, 
advised  that  a  spot  fisur  of  the  residence  of  STEVE  ZOCCOLI  on  the 
evening  of  10/6/64  disclosed  that  the  automobile  registered  in 
the  name  of  JAMES  LANZA  was  parked  in  front  of  the  residence  of 
STEVE  ZOCCOLI. 


The  actions  of  LANZA  in  his  contacts  with  GREGORY 
GENOVESE  and  STEVE  ZOCCOLI  were  verified  by  SF  2405-C*  on 
10/8/64,  which  indicates  that  JAMES  LANZA  had  been  instructed  to 
make  these  contacts  and  especially  with  GENOVESE  for  the  purpose 
of  learning  from  GENOVESE  the  location,  of  JOE  BONANNO,  which, 
according  to  LANZA,  was  unknown  at  the  time  he  contacted  DE  SIMONE. 
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On  10/15/64,  SF  2405-C*  advised  that  STEVE  ZOCCOLI 
met  JAMES  LANZA  in  San  Francisco.  In  their  conversation  ZOCCOLI 
inquires  as  to  what  has  "developed  in  New  York."  JAMES 
indicates  that  it  is  a  question  concerning  discipline  and 
that  mistakes  have  to  be  paid  for.  ZOCCOLI  powered,  "That 
is  a  lack  on  the  part  of  the  boss.  A  boss  who  fails  to  understand 
that  a  'capodecina'  does  not  understand  anything  about  the 
La  Cosa  Nostra."  JAMES  LANZA  then  made  the  statement,  "Sure. 

He  who  fails  -  -  is  not  the  type  of  boss  -  In  their  discussion 

JAMES  LANZA  relates  the  episode  of  JOE  BONANNO  failing  to  appear 
before  the  Commission  of  La  Cosa  Nostra,  which  had  issued  several 
summonses  for  his  appearance.  LANZA  also  referred  to  the  fact 
that  JOE  BONANNO  was"  called  to  appear  on  demand  by  his  own 
son  but  he  still  failed  to  show  up.  JAMES  LANZA  made  the 
statement,  "  -  -  mistake.  Aren't  we  the  Commission?  What 
would  the  Commission  be  for  if  it  did  not  understand  these 
things  -  -  The  Commission  knows  all  these  things  -  -  It  is 
human  -  -  The  Commission  may  be  right  or  may  be  wrong.  But 
is  human." 


At  another  point  in  the  conversation  JAMES  LANZA 
explains  the  blood  relation  between  JOE  BONANNO  and  STEVE  MAGADDINO 
and  related,  "He  was  calling  his  cousin;  because  STEFANO  MAGADDINO 
is  his  cousin.  He  is  the  son  of  -  -  Therefore,  they  are 
cousins.  However,  he  says  that  he  has  forgotten  all  about  it  -  - 
He  could  have  served  as  his  assistant." 

JAMES  LANZA  also  made  the  statement,  "He  is  a 
’compare'  himself.  He  belongs  to  the  Commission  -  -  The 
people  know  that  Mr.  STEVE  MAGADDINO  is  against  his  cousin,  .  is 
against  JOE  BONANNO.  Now  JOHNNY  (referred  as  JOHNNY  LA  ROSCA 
•from  Detroit)  says  that  they  are  ready  to  do  -  -  meeting  -  - 
this  money  -  -  now  Mr.  STEVE  is  willing  to  wait.  Now  the 
Commission,  two  or  three  times  -  -  He  was  thumbing  his  nose 
at  the  Commission  -  -  and  the  Commission  -  -  but  he  himself 
is  a  member  of  the  Commission.  The  other  cousin  is  present  and 
an  agreement  has  been  made.  He  knows  it.  Mow  it  is  up  to  the 
boss  to  make  -  -  five  years." 

They  discussed  the  mistakes  made  by  JOE  BONANNO  and 
also  the  matter  of  his  appearance  before  the  Grand  Jury  in 
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in  New  York.  LANZA  further  indicated  that  JOHNNY  LA  ROCCA  is 
on  the  Commission  together  with  MAGADDIMO.  LANZA  indicated 
that  this  matter  "does  not  bother  us."  He  indicated  that 
JCEBONANNO  had  put  up  quite  a  fight.  LANZA  then  indicated 
■frat  Los  Angeles  was  called  and  they  were  all  told  what  was  going 
to  happen,  indicating  that  the  decision  reached  by  the  Commission 
was  to  be  known  to  the  members  of  La  Cosa  Nostra. 


On  10/21/64,  JAMES  LANZA  and  his  brother,  ANTHONY,  were 
discussing  the  details  of  the  kidnaping  as  it  appeared  in  the 
local  press  and  ANTHONY  questioned  as  to  why  the  attorney  did 
not  get  the  license  number.  JAMES  replied,  "If  they  are  going 
to  do  something  like  this,  the  license  number  would  be  phony 
anyway."  LANZA  then  made  the  remark,  "God  damn  fool  B0NANN0  -  - 
mind  his  business  and  stay  over  here  where  he  belongs  -  -  his 
son  is  over  there."

On  October  23,  1964,  it  was  determined  from  review 
of  the  records  of  the  Trans  World  Airline  that  JOSEPHINE 
LANZA  left  San  Francisco  on  Flight  42  for  New  York  City. 

No  return  date  or  reservation  was  located.  Information 
secured  from  SF  T-28  indicated  that  JOSEPHINE  LANZA's 
mother  was  seriously  ill  in  Easton,  Pennyslvania,  and 
that  she  had  gone  to  New  York  in  order  to  meet  her  sister, 
EMILY  NASO,  who  was  arriving  in  New  York  City  from  Tucson, 
Arizona.  After  meeting,  the  two  ladies  would  then  proceed 
to  Easton*  Pennsylvania.

and  they  were  discussing  the  results  of  JAMES  LANZA’ b  trip  to 
New  York  City,  where  he  appeared  before  the  Federal  Grand  Jury 
on  11/24/64.  ANTHONY  did  not  reveal  any  of  the  questions  which 
were  asked  of  JAMES  LANZA,  but  he  did  indicate  that  this  was  a 
\ery  unnecessary  thing  as  he  traveled  clear  across  the  United 
States  to  spend  15  minutes  saying  nothing.  ANTHONY  LANZA  in¬ 
dicated  that  it  was  an  outrage  the  way  they  ate  up  the  tax¬ 
payers  money  when  they  could  have  taken  a  disposition  in  San 
Francisco  and  it  would  have  served  the  same  purpose.  ANTHONY

Since  the  Kidnapping  of  BONANNO,  LANZA  admitted  his  meeting  with  FRANK  DE  SIMONE,  the 
details  of  this  meeting  and  the  fact  that  all  the  members  where  to  be  advised  of  the 
decision  of  the  "Commission",  Misur  continues  to  furnish  information  concerning  his 
business  contacts,  transactions  contemplated,  sale  of  stock  holdings,  his  contacts 
with  the  poker  club  members  and  his  deep  interest  in  the  family  affairs  of  STEVE  ZOCCOLI's 
daughter  and  her  husband,  LANZA  is  still  interested  in  the  return  of  JCE  CERRITO  from 
Palermo  and  the  Misur  reported  no  Christmas  get  together  of  the  members  in  this  area.

He  added 
that  investigation  had  found  that  they  were  putting  dope  in  drums

SCAPATURA  was  working  for  IRVING.  ANTHONY  LANZA  then  remarked  b7c 
that  this  fellow  MIKE  ABATI  came  into  the  picture  and  he  died 
two  years  ago  in  Italy.  At  the  time  he  died,  HENRY  IRVING  owed 
him  money.  [  indicated  that  IRVING  now  has  plenty  of  money 
and  that  they  olive  oil  business  is  small  for  him  because  his 
accounting  business  is  very  large  with  2  76  accounts  and  he  hires 
from  ten  to  twelve  bookkeepers.  ANTHONY  LANZA  then  indicated 
that  IRVING  was  not  a  good  businessman. 

The  above  refers  to  the  Sunland  Cheese  and  Olive  Oil 
Company,  which  was  in  existence  in  the  late  1940’s  and  was  orig¬ 
inally  owned  by  FRANK  SCAPATURA.  This  company  then  became  in¬ 
volved  in  the  investigation  of  the  NICK  DE  JOHN  murder  of  1947, 
when  it  was  alleged  that  NICK  DE  JOHN  was  coming  to  San  Francisco 
from  Chicago  for  the  purpose  of  taking  over  the  operation  of  the 
Sunland  Cheese  and  Olive  Oil  Company.  FRANK  SCAPATURA  was  one 
of  the  defendants  in  the  NICK  DE  JOHN  murder  case  and  in  19  51  or 
1952,  this  company  became  the  Oro  Olive  Oil  Company  and  its  plant 
was  located  at  Oroville,  California,  and  the  ownership  was 
alleged  to  have  been  transferred  to  HENRY  IRVING.  However,  this 
plant  was  actually  in  the  hands  of  MIKE  ABATI  who  had  taken  over 
the  operation  when  FRANK  SCAPATURA  had  the  olive  oil  company  and 
it  was  not  until  his  deportation  in  196  3,  that  this  same  source 
reported  that  HENRY  IRVING  actually  owed  MIKE  ABATI  a  considerable 
amount  of  money.  This  was  brought  to  light  in  an  Internal  Revenue 
investigation  and  as  a  result  a  settlement  was  made  in  the  amount 
of  $25,000  to  be  paid  to  MIKE  ABATI  in  Italy.  The  details  of  this 
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investigation  by  Internal  Revenue  Service  was  previously  reported 
in  reports  in  this  investigation.  FRANK  SCAPATURA  is  deceased 
and  HENRY  IRVING  still  resides  in  San  Francisco,  and  is  presently 
the  owner  and  operator  of  the  Oro  Olive  Oil  Company.  Additional  b6

On  2/3/65,  SF  2405-C*  advised  that  JAMES  LANZA  tells 
his  brother  ANTHONY  something  about  JOSEPH  (not  further  identified) 
but  followed  it  by  stating,  "Ever  since  he  came  back  from  Italy 
they  watch  him,  every  place  he  goes."  There  is  no  positive  in¬ 
formation  available  at  this  time  to  indicate  that  this  statement 
refers  to  JOSEPH  CERRITO,  "Don"  of  the  San  Jose  Family  of  La  Cosa 
Nostra,  who  returned  from  Italy  during  the  weekend  of  1/30-31/65; 
however,  it  is  known  that  others  such  as  STEVE  ZOCCOLI,  ANGELO 
MARINO  and  DOMINICK  ANZALONE  have  paid  a  visit  to  JOSEPH  CERRITO'S 
since  his  return.  This  matter  is  being  followed  closely  to  deter¬ 
mine  when  LANZA  may  have  been  in  contact  with  CERRITO.

Informant  stated  that  on  the  night  of  1/12/65,  he  was 
visiting  with  NICK  LICATA,  "Underboss"  of  the  Los  Angeles  "brugad" 
of  the  La  Cosa  Nostra.  Part  of  their  discussion  related  to  the 
intensified  investigation  of  local  and  in  particular,  federal 
investigative  agencies,  into  the  activities  of  La  Cosa  Nostra  and 
its  leaders.  In  this  connection,  LICATA  told  the  informant,  " 

Our  Thing  will  never  be  destroyed."  LICATA  then  told  informant 
that  in  addition  to  the  larger  better  known  "brugads"  of  the  east 
and  mid-west  (New  York  and  Chicago  in  particular),  that  the 
"Organization"  had  smaller  "brugads"  about  whom  little  was  known 
or  discussed  located  at  various  places  throughout  the  United 
States.  As  an  illustration,  LICATA  mentioned  "our  group"  in  San 
Francisco  and  "our  group"  in  San  Jose,  California.  LICATA  then 
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identified  the  "Boss"  of  the  San  Francisco  group  as  JAMES  LANZA 
and  the  "Boss’1  of  the  San  Jose  group  as  JOE  CERRITO.  LICATA  also 
spoke  of  another  such  group  as  "our  group"  in  Texas.  He  did  not 
elaborate  further  but  the  inference  drawn  by  the  informant  was 
that  other  small  groups  were  located  elsewhere,  and  their 
existence  was  not  a  matter  of  general  knowledge  to  all  "members" 
of  other  "brugads . " 

In  connection  with  the  San  Francisco  and  San  Jose 
groups,  informant  advised  that  he  had  little  contact  with  these 
groups  but  had  always  presumed  that  they  were  all  part  of  one 
"brugad"  with  the  other  group  operating  as  a  "Caporegima"  under 
one  "Boss"  whom  informant  had  thought  was  JOSEPH  CERRITO.  The 
informant  furnished  no  further  information  in  this  conversation 
concerning  JAMES  LANZA  and  his  activities  in  the  La  Cosa  Nostra.

The  following  information  has  been  provided  by  SF 
2405-C*  and  reveals  that  JAMES  LANZA  continues  to  talk  about 
the  JOSEPH  BONANNO  kidnapping  case  to  individuals  who  are  known 
to  this  office  and  to  individuals  who  have  not  previously  been 
investigated  as  a  part  of  the  Criminal  Intelligence  Program.  Ne1 
investigations  are  being  opened  on  these  individuals  because  of 
the  fact  that  JAMES  LANZA  frequently . discusses  La  Cosa  Nostra 
business  with  these  individuals  who  in  some  respects  indicate 
that  they  are  aware  of  the  identity  of  the  individuals  discussed 
by  JAMES  LANZA.  This  information  is  taken  from  foreign  conver- 
s  as  wall  as  conversations  in  English,  which  has  been  sum- 
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SF  2405-C*  advised  in  a  foreign  conversation  on 
1/29/65,  that  SAM  SABELLA  had  appeared  at  the  LANZA  office. 
In  the  discussion  that  followed,  LANZA  talked  about

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who  has  previously  been  identified  and  is  connected  with  several 
of  the  restaurants  in  the  Fisherman's  Wharf  area  of  San  Francisco. 
In  this  conversation,  SABELLA  referred  to  TONY  LIMA,who_has  pre¬ 
viously  been  identified  as  a  defendant  in  the  NICK  DE  JOHN  mur  er 
case  of  1947  and  is  connected  with[  1  This  discussion 


led  to  JAMES  LANZA  making  the  remarks  that  TONY'S, - -  - 

had  come  to  the  LANZA  office  recently  and  asked  for  $1000  for  iunx. 
He  added  that  TONY  was  working  for  a  card  room  near  Berkeley, 
California  and  needed  the  money  to  take  care  of  his  daughter  s 
wedding.  Remarks  followed  which  indicated  that  LANZA  did  no 
give  him  the  money  and  added,  "I  gave  him  $20  00  to  get  him  ou 
of  jail.”  It  is  not  positive  but  it  is  felt  that  this  information 
refers  to  the  fact  that  in  1949,  when  TONY  LIMA  was  released 
from  prison  after  the  trial  of  the  NICK  DE  JOHN  defendants  ha  a 
been  acquitted,  LANZA  apparently  gave  him  the  money  in  order  to 
get  a  new  start  in  life.  No  definite  information  is  available, 
but  it  is  known  that  JAMES  LANZA  handled  the  money  for  the  de¬ 
fendants  while  they  were  in  jail  during  their  trial  in  1949. 


It  was  indicated  in  their  conversation  that  SABELLA 
was  acquainted  with  PASQUALI  SIRACUSA  and  SEBASTIANI  NANI,  who 
are  described  as  dope  addicts.  SEBASTIANI  NANI  was  a  defendant 
in  the  NICK  DE  JOHN  murder  case  and  in  195  8,  was  deported  to 
Italy.  Both  SIRACUSA,  who  is  believed  deceased,  and  NANI  have 
both  served  time  in  the  federal  penitentiary  for  narcotic  vio¬ 
lations.  These  two  were  discussed  because  they  felt  that  the 
organization  was  different  40  or  50  years  ago  and  that  these 
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individuals  mentioned  above  were  dope  addicts  and  caused  a  lot 
of  trouble.  SABELLA  then  made  the  remark  that  SEBASTIANI  has 
an  excellent  job  now,  taking  a  lot  of  money  from  people  who  are 
trying  to  get  into  the  United  States .  LANZA  asked  who  was  the 
source  of  this  information  and  SABELLA  mentioned  the  name  of 

1  as  both  departed  from  the  area.  SAM  SABELLA  is  the 
subject  of  a  separate  AR  investigation. 

On  1/28/65,  JAMES  LANZA  discussed  his  trip  to  New  York 
and  his  appearance  before  the  Federal  Grand  Jury  in  the  JOSEPH 
BONANNO  extortion  case  with  TONY  ESPOSITO.  TONY  ESPOSITO,  an 
old  family  friend  of  the  LANZA  family,  is  now  the  subject  of  an 
AR  investigation  in  this  office . 

In  this  conversation,  JAMES  LANZA  denied  that  he  had 
gone  to  see  anyone  while  he  was  in  New  York,  however,  on  2/10/65, 
informant  reported  that  JAMES  LANZA  and  his  brother  ANTHONY  were 
having  lunch  at  the  office  and  talking.  JAMES  indicated  that 
while  in  New  York  he  had  gone  to  a  house  on  the  Avenue,  which 
name  was  given  to  him.  He  then  advised  that  in  New  York,  "Dis¬ 
cussed  him,  his  wife  and  son."  Nothing  further  was  said  to 
identify  the  persons  talked  to.  LANZA  then  indicated  that  the 
death  of  MAGLIOCCO  came  up  and  there  was  a  question  as  to  how 
he  died.  They  did  not  say  who  did  it,  but  the  other  ones  put 
two  and  two  together.  The  two  continued  to  talk  and  LANZA  in¬ 
dicated  that  it  was  smart  for  h5.m  to  remove  himself  to  Italy, 
and  that  this  was  the  only  thing  to  do  as  he  could  not  come 
back  here  because  he  could  not  make  that  kind  of  decision  since 
they  sent  him  there.  The  informant  was  unable  to  furnish  any 
further  information  concerning  the  individual  referred  to. 

The  above  information  indicates  that  apparently  JAMES 
LANZA  had  talked  to  someone  who  may  have  been  in  a  position  to 
be  aware  of  the  information  which  has  been  received  by  NK  2461-C* 
and  as  reported  in  Newark  airtel  dated  2/3/65,  under  the  title 
of  "LA  COSA  NOSTRA,  AR  -  CONSPIRACY  (JUNE)",  which  sets  out  on 
page  3  information  relating  to  the  death  of  JOE  MAGLIOCCO. 

On  2/18/65,  informant  advised  that  ANTHONY  LANZA  had 
received  a  call  from  JOE  CERRITO  ("Don"  of  the  San  Jose  Family 
of  La  Cos  a  Nostra)  and  apparently  JAMES  had  talked  to  him.  After 
the  telephone  conversation  JAMES  advised,  "JOE  wants  to  go  down 
to  Los  Angeles  to  talk  to  FRANK  (DE  SIMONE).  He  is  supposed  to 
arrange  to  get  in  touch  with  the  delegate  and  make  the  arrange¬ 
ments  as  to  when  we  could  come  down.  We  could  go  now."  JAMES 
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mumbles  a  few  words  and  expressed  himself,  "Have  to  spend  a 
lousy  dollar  for  telephone,  then  it  came,  he  can’t  come  here.” 

The  Los  Angeles  Office  by  communication  dated  2/18/65, 
advised  that  they  had  received  information  to  the  effect  that 
NICK  LICATA  had  received  a  telephone  call  from  the  ’’Underboss" 
in  San  Jose  requesting  that  LICATA  set  up  a  meet  with  FRANK  DE 
SIMONE  in  the  immediate  future. 


Since  the  above  information  was  received  there  has 
been  no  indication  by  SF  2405-C*  that  this  meeting  has  actually 
taken  place  nor  has  any  information  been  furnished  as  to  when 
this  meet  is  contemplated.  yi***** 

On  2/25/65,  SF  2405-C*  advised  that  I  ~ 

introduced  himself  as  being'  a  friend  of  LEO  LA  ROCCA'and  had  ; 
been  referred  to  the  LANZA  brothers  by  LA  ROCCA.  He  claimed 
he  needed  an  attorney  as  he  felt  he  was  wanted  for  the  issuance 
of  insufficient  fund  checks.

it  was  determined  that  the  issuing  of  the  checks  apparently 
occurred  nine  years  ago  and  that  it  occurred  either  in  New 
York  or  in  the  San  Francisco  area,  however,  the  passing  of  the 
checks  was  not  clear.

LANZA,  during  the  early  1930 fs.  He  stated  that  FRANK  was  con¬ 
nected  with  food  products  and  he  understood  that  he  made  a  fortune 
in  the  stock  market  around  19  30,  when  the  Bank  of  America  stock 
plunged  and  FRANK  immediately  invested  all  the  money  he  could 
get  his  hands  on  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  stock  prices . 
Informant  advised  that  he  held  on  to  most  of  this  stock  all  of 
his  life  and  of  course  realized  a  substantial  gain  over  the 
years.  Informant  claims  that  FRANK  had  been  a  long  time  member 
of  the  Mafia  and  in  the  early  1930’s,  hired  the  informant  as  b6 
a  personal  bodyguard.  Informant  recalled  that  he  accompanied  :b7c 
LANZA  to  a  high  level  Mafia  meeting  in  Chicago,  adding  that  b7D 
AL  CAPONE  was  one  of  the  leading  figures  at  this  gathering . 

He  stated  that  an  attorney  by  the  name  of  (FNU)|  |did 

most  of  the  talking  at  this  gathering  and  was  apparently  acting 
as  mediator,  as  the  purpose  of  this  meeting  was  to  declare  a 
truce  among  the  warring  elements  and  to  establish  a  means  of 
communication  between  the  various  groups.  According  to  the 
informant,  FRANK  LANZA  was  considered  a  powerful  man  within  the 
Mafia  especially  in  view  of  his  financial  status.  Following  his 
move  to  San  Francisco,  he  was  considered  top  man  in  this. area 
and  the  informant  continued  to  act  as  LANZA'S  bodyguard  in  the 
San  Francisco  area.  Informant  stated  that  after  the  death  of 
CICIO,  JIMMY  LANZA  inherited  his  father’s  position  but  only 
because  of  FRANK’S  reputation.  Informant  indicated  his  bitterness 
towards  JAMES  LANZA  describing  him  as  "milk  toast",  afraid  of 
his  own  shadow.  Informant  admitted  that  JAMES  took  an  interest 
in  the  NICK  DE  JOHN  murder  case  in  which  several  individuals 
were  involved,  but  the  informant  did  not  know  the  details  of 
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of  JIMMY’S  participation  in  connection  with  this  case.  Infor¬ 
mant  added  that  FRANK  DE  SIMONE  of  Los  Angeles  was  one  of  the 
attorneys  who  was  in  San  Francisco  during  the  trial  of  the  de¬ 
fendants  in  1949  for  the  NICK  DE  JOHN  murder  of  1947.

The  cars  were  unknown  to  the  informant  and  were  in 
such  a  position  that  the  license  numbers  could  not  be  observed.

LANZA  and  is  employed  by  the  Henry  Schrump  Florist  in  San 
Francisco.  JAMES  LANZA  purchases  all  of  his  flowers  through 
this  individual. 

On  February  26,  1965,  SF  T-48  on  February  27,  1965, 
advised  that  JAMES  LANZA  arrived  home  early  and  was  working 
in  his  yard.  Informant  stated  that  ANTHONY  LANZA  and  their 
sister,  ROSE  LANZA,  was  also  there.  JAMES  LANZA  left  the  re¬ 
sidence  at  approximately  5:30  p.m.  and  apparently  went  to  pick 
up  his  wife  at  her  place  of  employment,  Roos-Atkins  Company  in 
San  Mateo,  as  he  returned  within  about  half  an  hour  with  his 
wife .

Immediately  after 
this  service,  JAMES  LANZA  and  VITO  BRUNO  were  observed  to  enter 
the  S.  S.  Peter  and  Paul's  Church,  where  a  requiem  high  Mass 
was  celebrated. 

JAMES  LANZA  attended  both  of  the  services  alone, 
and  it  was  determined  that  no  other  known  members  of  the  La 
Cosa  Nostra  (LCN)  were  in  attendance  at  this  funeral. 

The  San  Francisco  "Examiner,"  a  local  daily  newspaper, 
dated  May  22,  1965,  contained  a  death  notice  for  SALVATORE 
(SAM)  SABELLA,  who  passed  away  on  May  20,  1965.  The  death 
notice  revealed  that  he  was  survived  by  his  wife,  LAURA 
SABELLA,  and  the  following  children:  JOE  SABELLA ;  JOSEPHINE 
CEFALU  and  TONY  SABELLA.  He  was  72  years  old  at  the  time  of 
his  death  and  he  had  been  a  member  of  the  Crab  Protective 
Association  in  San  Francisco  for  many  years. 

The  notice  indicated  that  the  funeral  was  to  be 
held  from  the  Valenti-Marini-Perata  and  Company  Mortuary  on 
Monday,  May  24,  1965,  and  that  the  Mass  would  be  given  at  the 
S.  S.  Peter  and  Paul’s  Church. 

Investigation  has  previously  determined  that  SAM 
SABELLA  was  a  close  associate  of  JAMES  LANZA  and  In  a  previous 
report  it  was  set  forth  that  SF  T-28  had  advised  on  April  28, 
1965,  that  JAMES  LAN' .A,  SAM  SABELLA  and  BILLJfeCIORTINO  had 
attended  the  funeral  of  SALVATORE  CIANCIMINO  In  Pittsburg, 
California .  on  that  date.  Investigation  determined  that 
CIANCIMINO  had  for  many  years  been  the  President  of  the 
Crab  Men’s  Protective  Association  in  San  Francisco. 

On  May  24,  1965,  JAMES  LANZA  was  observed  at  the 
undertaking  parlor  where  the  services  were  being  held  for  SAM 
SABELLA.

SP  T-51  advised  on  March  31*  1965*  that  about  nine 
or  ten  years  ago  his  father,  who.  was  a  member  of  LCN,  had  been 
in  San  Francisco  and  met  a  Mr.  LANZA,  who  was  in  the  insurance 
business.  Informant  related  that -his  father  had  told  him  that 
this  Mr,  LANZA  was  the  .bo'ss  of  the  LCN  in  San  Francisco.  His 
father  also  told  the  informant,  who  is  a  member  of  LCN,  that 
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while  in  this  area,  he  was  entertained  by  a  Mr.  SCIORTINO, 
who  was  also  a  member  of  the  'LCN  in  San  Francisco.  Informant 
could  recall  no  further  discussion  or  background  data  concerning 
LANZA  or  SCIORTINO. 

LANZA  has  previously  been  identified  as  the  "Don" 
of  the  San  Francisco  family  of  LCN  and  GASPARE  "BILL"  SCIORTINO 
as  the  "Capo"  of  the  same  family. 

SF  T-52,  when  interviewed  on  June  10  and  June  14, 

19o5,  advised  thac  FRANCESCO  LANZA,  the  father  of  JAMES  and 
ANTHONY  LANZA,  was  the  boss  of  the  organization  in  San 
Francisco  until  his  death  in  June,  1937. 

The  informant  then  identified  one  TONY  LIMA  as  the 
"boss"  who  took  over  after  FRANCESCO  LANZA.  He  stated  that 
LIMA  was  "boss"  until  sometime  in  1953  when  LIMA  was  retired 
because  he  was  found  guilty  of  grand  theft  in  a  local  case  at 
Lodi,  California,  and  sentenced  to  prison.  Informant  advised 
that  MIKE  ABATI  became  the  next  "boss"  of  the  San  Francisco 
Burgada  (family)  and  he  served  until  his  deportation  to  Italy 
in  1961,  at  which  time  JAMES  LANZA  was  made  the  "boss"  by 
ABATI.  To  the  informant’s  knowledge,  there  was  no  meeting  of 
the  members  of  the  Burgada  to  formally  elect  LANZA  as  the 
"boss." 


On  June  14,  1965,  informant  advised  that  JAMES  LANZA 
definitely  was  the  "toss"  of  the  LCN  in  San  Francisco,  and  on 
this  same  date  informant  identified  GASPARE  0.  SCIARTINO  as  the 
"underboss"  of  San  Francisco.  Informant  related  that  the 
true  member,  or  "Mafioso",  of  the  LCN  is  a  person  who  does  not 
believe  in  killing  for  money,  and  in  their  initiation  they 
are  instructed  to  fulfill  the  obligations  of  a  Mafioso  member 
and  to  always  be  prepared  to  assist  other  members.  However, 
violations  of  the  instructions  of  the  organization,  as  well  as 
violation  of  their  obligations  to  the  organization,  may  mean 
death. 


On  June  10,  1965,  SF  T~52  advised  that  just  recently 
three  "Mafioso"  had  died  and  he  named  them  as  SALV ADORE 
CIANCIMINO  (died  April  8,  1965,  Pittsburg,  California); 

VINCENZO  LA  ROCCA  (died  May  10,  1965,  San  Francisco,  California); 
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and  SAM  SABELLA  (died  May  20,  1965,  San  Francisco,  California). 
Investigation  by  this  office  has  determined  that  JAMES  LANZA, 

BILL  SCIARTINO  and  SAM  SABELLA  attended  the  funerals  of 
CIANCIMINO  and  VINCENZO  LA  ROCCA.  LANZA  was  known  to  attend 
the  funeral  service  for  SAM  SABELLA  at  the  undertakers. 

Informant  advised  that  ANTHONY  LANZA,  brother  of 
JAMES  LANZA,  was  not  a  Mafioso  or  a  member  of  LCN.  However, 
he  felt  that  he  was  in  a  position  to  be  aware  of  the  activities  , 
of  JAMES  LANZA  in  this  organization. 

On  April  29,  1965 *  SF  T-28  advised  that  he  entered 
the  conversation  with  JIMMY  and  ANTHONY  LANZA  concerning  what, 
in  his  opinion,  was  an  inquiry  concerning  individuals  in  this 
area.  Informant  advised  that  he  was  unable  to  secure  a  definite 
definition  as  to  these  individuals  or  why  the  Inquiry  was 
being  made  from  LANZA,  but  JAMES  indicated  that  someone  was 
to  see  him  on  Friday  with  reference  to  JOE  BONANNO.  Informant 
indicated  that  he  had  received  no  further  information  or  what 
were  the  questions  asked  in  this  regard.  LANZA  indicated  to 
the  informant  that  they  went  to  GENOVESE  and  talked  with  him 
this  morning,  three  days  in  a  row.  They  went  to  SABELLA1  s  a 
couple  of  weeks  ago,  but  they  did  not  ask  him  about  JOE. 

Informant  indicated  that  JAMES  told  his  brother  that 
the  facts  were  not  known  and  nobody  has  given  any  information 
regarding  JOE  (BONANNO ).  Informant  advised  that  JAMES  LANZA 
told  him  that  SCIORTiNOIas  a  cousin  in  Milwaukee  and  this  indi¬ 
vidual  is  a  man  about  80  years  old,  who  may  come  to  San  Francisco 
to  retire.  Informant  indicated  that  he  had  no  further  informa¬ 
tion  concerning  any  of  the  details  of  the  above  Information  or 
to  determine  just  who  was  making  the  Inquiry, 

SF  T-28  advised  on  May  3,  1965,  that  ANGELO  MARINO 
had  paid  a  visit  to  JAMES  LANZA.  MARINO  was  inquiring  about 
a  fire  at  Lindsey,  California,  where  an  olive  oil  storage,  tank 
had  been  destroyed.  MARINO  was  Interested  in  possibly  purchasing 
this  plant,  and  he  was  inquiring  of  LANZA  as  to  whether  or  not 
he  had  any  Information.  Informant  advised  that  in  their  .con¬ 
versation  they  discussed  the  fact  that  ANTHONY  MORICI  had 
died  in  San  Jose  and  that  the  business  was  now  being  taken  over 
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by  who  lives  in  San  Jose,  and  possibly

time,  but  may  return  to  San  Jose.  Informant  indicated  that 
ANGELO  MARINO  was  still  handling  the  business  of  the 
California  Cheese  Company,  and  that  his  brother,  JOE,  had  been 
doing  a  lot  of  travelling  around  the  United  States  as  well  as 
in  Europe.

_ I  indicated  to  the  informant  that  he  knew  of  the 

death  of  VINCENZO  LA  ROCCA  and  their  conversation  again  re¬ 
turned  to  Fisherman's  Wharf  and  the  organization  known  as  the 
Crab  Men's  Protective  Association.  I  I  advised  the 

informant  thatl  lhad  made  a  lot  of  money  in  the  fishing 

business  and  at;  the  present  time  their  restaurant  is  very 
successful.

BUFFA  in  Lodi,  California.  SF  T-52  has  also  advised  that 
VINCENZO  INFUSINO  is  a  member  of  the  San  Francisco  family 
of  LCN.
